. . ‘-lie htstor- 

ical/scenes of two hundred yenrq ago 
i,when Montreal was but a litUe vil- 
«ge defended by a Jew Frenchmen 
against the constant ouslaugut of the 
bloodthirsty Indians of the Iroquois 
tribe who looked upon the French 
settlers as usurpers and were deter- 
mined to wipe them out if it were at 
all possible. It wan the story of the 
gallant defence Qf Dollard des Arm-' 
eaux and his sixteen heroes retold, in 
realistic form at Johnson's Point only 
a short distance from the actual spot 
whsre this thrilling episode took place 
in 1660. The hundreds of read In¬ 
dians, relics of thelrpquoU tribe were 
present in fit 1 warpaint armed with 
ancient weapons of various kin.ds, par 
ticularly the arrows, some poisoned. 
The announcement of the approach of 
the Indians in the thousands was 
quietly taken up by Doliard who ask¬ 
ed* for volunteers to set forth on their 
dgpth Journey to Intercede the at¬ 
tacking tribe, and repulsing them up 
til each one of t|jem was dead. Six¬ 
teen volunteered aud the signing of 
the register was a pathetic scene be 
fore the little church at Montreal, de¬ 
monstrating that they were ready to 
sacrifice their Ives to save the vll 
lage. Thus they set out and twenty 
miles from Montreal erected a stock¬ 
ade, awaiting the coming of the In¬ 
dians. They were Joined by forty 
three Algonqulns who were a friendly | 
tribe to the Frenchmen and together 
they defended the stockade to the 
death. The approach of the Indians 
was realistic and made spectators feel 
creepy but were happy io know that 
It was a civilised country. The war- 
cry of the attackers sounded and re¬ 
sounded like a death knell on the lit¬ 
re defending band. Once, nay, twice 
were the Indians gajiantly repulsed 
with little loss to tl»e defenders, but 
the friendly Indians lost courage and 
deserted their comrades and Joined 
the attacking force. Flaming arrows 
and spears and poisoned arrows Were 
flying In many directions towards the 
stockade and It was a real wonder 
how everybody escaped injury in such 
a realistic performance. The last 
stand was great but disastrous lo the 
heroes. The defenders prepared a 
gun for discharging on the attackers 
and it was rammed tight with powder. 
When hoisting it to the top of thji 
stockade it fell hack and exploded 
with terrific force killing most of the 
little band. In the meantime the 
stockade canghi fire and it was a most 
thrilling slghtv The burtotng of the 
stockade, th£, falling of tha gate, and 
the great onrush of hundreds tof In¬ 
dians to finish tlioee surviving was a 
repetition almost lifolike'tfi what act¬ 
ually qqcurreji, and the scaiwng was 
a completion of a scene* which was 
heartrending, but fine frony a stage 
point of view. The Indians danced 
round In greit Jubilation at the des¬ 
truction cf the French. But'this 
Is only one of the stirring Incidents 
that will be depicted for the moving 
picture patrons try 1 this company.

SESSION IN JANUARY 


SEPTEMBER RAINS WERE THE 
CAUSE OF SOME DAMAGE 

A Little Early Vst for Final Estimates 
an Total Extant of Crop, but the Av¬ 
erage Yield I* Expected to be High¬ 
er Than Last Year. Little Damage 1 
From Frost. 

Ottawa.—A bulletin iaeued by the 
census and statist Ice office covers the 
crop condition in Canada for the 
month ended September 30. It states 
that during this month, wet weather 
continued to prevail over most parts 
of Canada, especially over the pro¬ 
vince* of Quebec. Qntario and Mani¬ 
toba At Sept. 30. large areas of 
grain both in the east nad in the wqet 
were still either uncut or were ex¬ 
posed to the wet In stock. Much 
damage has been caused bjp sprouting 
and tn the north-weet province* sec¬ 
ond growth ha* In numerous instance* 
caused uneven ripening and .conse¬ 
quent lowering of grade. Frost during 
September In these provinces did somfe 
damage, kut aa a rule only late crops 
taolndtng flax, were seriously affect¬ 
ed . In part* of Southern Ontario the 
ground Is so wet that many farmers, 
have abandoned the sowing of the Tall 
wheat for- next year. \ 

The estimates of the yield 'publish¬ 
ed a month ago could only be regard¬ 
ed as of preliminary value , 1 because 
in consequence of the bad weather and 
late seasons harvesting operations 
had made so little progress. 

The new estimates of yield obtain¬ 
ed from dor respondents at the end of 
September confirm generally the pre¬ 
vious estimate* for most of the crops, 
but Inasmuch as very little threshing 
had been possible and large areas of 
the grain were still unharvested, it ie 
feared that the final estimate* after 
completion of the threshing, may turn 
out lower than the figures now given. 
For spring wheat the estimated pro- 
I duotion is 188 , 816.600 bushels, as com¬ 
pared with 189,904,600 bushels last 
year. 

For tall wheat th* estimate 1* 16,- 
868,700 bushfels, compared with 26,- 
014.000 bushel* last year, the total es¬ 
timated wheat production being there¬ 
fore 205,685,300 bushels a* compared 
with 215,918,500 bushel* In 1911 a de¬ 
crease of five per cent. The yield 
per acre Is 21.08 bushels for all wheat 
a* against 20.77 bushels last year. 

Oaita show a total production of 
881,602,000 bushel*, compared with 
348,585,600 bushels last year, the yield 
per acre being 41.39 buehela. compar¬ 
ed with 87.76. Barley Is estimated 
to yield a. total of 400,395,100 bushel* 
compared with 400.631.000 bushels-last 
year; the yield per acre MOO bushels 
against 28.94. The total production 
of rye is 3,086.000 bushels against 
2,688,800 bushel* In 1911, the yield* 
per acre being respectively 20.75 and 
17.41 bush eld oi oafs, barley and rye. 
Increase* In total production as com¬ 
pered wlith last year represent per¬ 
centage* of 9, 8 and 15.

Then Instead of being all 
tn, down and out, you will come out 
on top and will become a useful mem¬ 
ber of an enterprising community, and 
not at all a bad advertisement for the 
Old Country." 

Mounted Men Underpaid 

Ottawa.—Demands from new settle¬ 
ment* throughout Western Canada for 
detachments of the Royal Northwest 
Mounted Police become more insist¬ 
ent as western development proceeds 
and the demand exceeds the supply. 
The force at present consists of 656 j 
officers and men, which is forty-four 
bellow the strength, the full strength 
being 700.

Anolhor re¬ 
markable instance is tha’ oi Nero, 
who, according to Suetoni is, cut off 
his firs! board, put it in t caikc* of 
gold set with jewels, and consecrated 
it to uupiter Capitolinus. 

The hair of the head -oS heard ap¬ 
pear to have been held if' great re¬ 
spect by most nations. Oiienlals es¬ 
pecially treat the hair which falls 
from them with superstition care, and 
bury it so that no one shall use it 
to their prejudice. 

Roman matrons generally preferred 
blonde hair to their-own el on '.resses, 
and resorted to wigs and dy«> when 
nature, as they considered, had treat¬ 
ed them-unkindly The Tritons, be¬ 
fore they mixed with otlur nations, 
were a fair-haired race, nnd early 
WTiters refer to their wathing their 
anburn tresses in water hoilod with 
lime to increase the reddish color.
